SUBJECT: Program for Women in Science and Engineering 


1. Approval is requested for the CIA Federal Women's Program 
to sponsor the quarterly meeting of the Inter-~Ageney Women in 
Science and Engineering (WISE) on the evening of 5 May. An 
alternate date is 12 May. The event will consist of a dinner at 
a nearby restaurant, a one-hour program in the auditorium to 
include the multi-media presentation on CIA, and exhibits by 
Agency offices. 


2. We would like to have you, Admiral Inman or Mr. Casey 
give the welcome and introductory remarks of approximately ten 
minutes in the auditorium at 7:30 p.m. on whichever of the above 
dates that is most convenient. From past experience, we can 
anticipate an attendance of approximately 125 scientists and 
engineers. 


3. The purpose of Agency sponsorship of this event is to 
inform potential applicants of the career opportunities which 
exist in CIA. WISE, a sub-committee of the Federal Women's 
Program, was formed in 1978 by the Federal Women's Program 
Managers of CIA and seven other Federal agencies to enhance the 
employment of women scientists and engineers (see attached 
brochure), of FBIS represents CIA on the WISE STAT 
committee As a result of CIA participation in “1 
Wise activities, approximately 40 applications for employment 
were received from women scientists and engineers in FY1981 and 
five, ineluding two black women were hired by the Directorate of 
Seience and Technology. 
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NASA and NSA sponsored similar events last year. Brochures 
are attached.
